Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Oentlcnon, 

I hcrev\rith  suhnit  ny  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
state  of  the  Borough  and  Port  of  Folkestone. 

On  the  whole,  health  in  the  Borough  has  been  satisfactory 
though  Infectious  Diseases  generally  were  considerabljr  more  rife 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Measles  produced  an  cpidenic  with  967 
cases  netified,  of  which  more  than  half  v;cro  in  children  under  5 
years  of  age.  There  were  3d3  cases  of  Vi/hooping  Cough  with  two  thirds 
in  children  under  five.  The  increase  in  Pneuiionia  cases  notified 
vms  narked,  96  cases  as  against  36  in  the  previous  year.  It  seens 
probable  that  a considerable  proportion  of  these  were  ’’virus" 
infections,  but  it  is  not  possible  to  give  figures  substantiating 
this . 


Sv;ven  cases  were  notified  of  lenterior  Poliomyelitis  with  one 
death  - a iiale  visitor  to  the  Borough  aged  37  years,  vdio  apparently 
brought  the  infection  with  hin.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a 
very  high  proportion  of  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  past  two 
or  throe  years  have  been  in  visitors  or  anong  nilitory  personnel 
and  their  families  in  Shorncliffo  Ccrip.  It  is  for  consideration 
whether  the  increased  iicvencnt  of  population  during  the  holiday 
months  is  not,  in  fact,  a very  potent  contributory  factor  in 
producing  eji  even  higher  seasonal  incidence  than  would  otherwise 
occur , 

Tliree  cases  of  Cerebro- spinal  Fever  were  notified  with  two 
deaths . 

Two  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 

One,  a child  aged  9 years,  had  not  been  imi'-iunized  at  all  and  the 
other,  aged  ij  yeoTs,  had  received  a first  injection  only  - the 
mother  having  failed  to  bring  the  child  for  second  injection  in 
spite  of  repeated  requests  to  do  so. 

There  was  an  increase  in  notification  of  males  suffering  from 
pulmoncjy  tuberculosis  - especially  in  the  age  group  15-35,  but 
there  was  a corresponding  decrease  anong  females  - so  that  this  may 
be  considered  as  fortuitous.  There  wc.s  a decrease  of  both  male  and 
female  cases  of  non-pulmoncjry  tuberculosis  disease. 

In  considering  VitcA  Statistics  it  may  be  noted  that  births 
during  the  year  (Rogi strar -General * s figures)  wore  17  per  1,000 
of  population  - conprjring  with  16.7  for  England  and  wales.  There 
has  been,  as  every^A^her e , a steady  decline  from  the  peeJe  figure  of 
25  per  1,000  in  1947. 
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The  Infant  Mortality  Hate  (a  total  of  14  deaths)  gives 
a figure  of  19  per  1,000  live  hirths,  conparing  with  32  per 
1,0  00  for  the  -'.•'liolo  of  England-  and  Mo-los  - a nost  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs.  Ariong  the  42  illegitiiiato  births  there  was 
not  a'siiiGlG  death. 

It  is  also  very  satisfactory  to  record  that  during  the 
year  there  v/as  no  Maternal  Death  registered. 

The  housing  position  still  presents  the  Health  Depr'.rtnent 
vdth  its  nost  urgent  problens,  and  during  the  year  a very  large 
nunber  of  applications  wore  received  asking  for  assistance  in 
obtaining  fresh  acconniodation.  It  is  found  that  strict 
ndhercncc  to  the  ’’Points"  systen  produces  the  nost  inpart ial 
results  though  by  no  noans  o.lways  with  satisfaction  to  the 
applicants.  Generally  speaking,  it  has  alv/ays  been  possible 
to  assist  where  chronic  disease,  especially  tuberculosis, 
exists  side  by  side  vdth  overcrowding.  The  Borough  Treasurer 
(Housing  Officer)  and  the  Housing  Connittee  have  alv:ays  been 
conpletely  helpful  v/honevor  the  Health  Dopartnent  has  represented 
urgency.  This  probleii  must,  of  course,  continue  to  exist  so 
long  as  the  present  systen  of  building  licence  allotncnt  continues. 
The  conditions  in  Folkestone,  though  serious,  conpcjre  reasonably 
v/ith  those  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Much  has  been  done  during  the  yocT  to  inprovc  conditions 
for  Old  People,  though  the  state  of  affairs  is,  as  yet,  by  no 
neo.ns  so.tisfactory . Folkestone  Old  People’s  Welfare  Cv,‘r.ii:iittce 
has  been  largely  reorganized  end  i s new csiDxiely  active.  A system 

of  visiting  has  been  evolved,  with  the  invaluable  aid  of  the 
Women’s  Voluntary  Service  and  Old  People’s  Clubs,  "Mcals-on-’Vheols" 
and  other  amenities  for  the  aged  arc  developing  very  satisfact- 
orily. There  is  still  urgent  need  for  Old  People’s  Hones,'  but 
suitable  accorxiodation  acceptable  to  contributory  authorities 
has  yet  to  be  found.  The  relationship  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Connittee,  ViT.V.S.  and  other  local  organizations  concernedin  this 
natter,  with  the  Health  Department  has  at  all  tines  been  close  and 
co-opero.tivc , 

Requests  from  local  medical  practitioners  to  aid  in  finding 
accomodation,  etc.,  care  frequent  -andiii  ovmycaii,  all  possible  help 
is  given. 

The  application  of  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948,  vjc.s  proposed  in  one  case  but  a Court  Order  was  not  obtained 
as  the  carrying  into  effect  of  this  presented  insuperable 
difficulties.  The  case  eventually  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent 
that  certification  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  bccexie 
essential.  It  appears  that  a regulation  is  required  specifying 
the  machinery  requisite  for  removal  of  cases  under  this  Section 
of  the  National  Assistance  *>.ct. 

I have  to  thank  the  County  Health  Visitors  for  the  assistemee 
they  have  always  been  ready  to  give  throughout  the  year.  It  has 
never  become  obvious  that  their  helpful  relationship  77ith  the 
Borough  Authority  to-day  is  by  courtesy  only. 

The  County  Homo  end  Domestic  Help  0rgo.nisor  has  also  always 
done  everything  in  her  power  to  help  us,  and  it  nay  be  v/oll  said 
that tlho  transfer  cf  services  (Metornity  and  Child  Welfare,  Irmiunization, 
Hone  and  Domestic  Helps,  Ambulances,  etc.)  to  the  County  Council 
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has  not  in  fact  seriously  interruptod  the  snooth  of 

the  Public  Health  Services  in  the  Boroush,  although  the  ’’personal 
touch”  is  not  perhaps  quite  so  obvious  as  before  1948.

The  follov/ing  brief  report  on  the  employment  position  in 
Folkestone  during  1949  has  been  supplied  by  the  Manager  of  the 
local  Employment  Escchange: 


Employment  in  Folkestone  during  1949  v;as 
in  the  main  fairly  satisfactory.  Demands  for 
labour  varied  widely  according  to  the  time  of 
the  year;  e.g.,  some  550  notifications  of 
vacancies  were  held  by  the  Eraployment  Exchange 
in  August  1949,  but  the  nuraber  had  dropped  to 
100  by  November  and  December.  The  main 
opportunities  for  men  occurred  in  the  Building 
and  Civil  Engineering  Industry.  Demands  for 
v;omon  came  principally  from  the  Hotel  and 
Catering  Trades,  and  as  man3i^  as  200  unfilled 
vacancies  were  c\n?rent  at  the  heiglit  of  tho 
season. 

Unemplosniient  also  varied  substantially, 
but  the  average  throughout  the  yeoT  represented 
1,5^  of  the  insured  population.  D'oring  the 
summer  months  of  1949  the  number  unemployed 
was  less  than  200,  but  the  rogisuar  climbed 
steeply  towards  the  end  of  the  yoryx  to  a figure 
approaching  600.  Unskilled  building  trc.de 
workers  contributed  3.cjrgoly  to  male  unemployment 
and  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  many  skilled 
painters  W’ero  signing  the  unemployiaont  register. 
Male  clerical  end  executive  werkers,  for  whom 
vacancies  rarely  occur,  were  a special  problem 
in  the  district.  All  available  female  labour 
was  absorbed  in  tho  Hotel  and  Catering  trades 
during  the  holiday  season,  but  more  than  50^ 
of  the  vramcn  registered  as  unemployed  in  tho 
off-season  were  Hotel  end  Catering  v/orkers. 

Under  the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment) 

Act,  1944,  there  are  770  registered  disabled 
persons  in  Folkestone,  including  95  women. 

In  December  1949  there  were  62  disabled  men  and 
5 disabled  women  unemployod.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  INSPECTOR . 


I "beg  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  activities  of 
the  Sanitary  Dopartnent  oftho  Public  Health  Services  during 
1949.  iuS  I only  coniiienced  duty  in  Polkostone  in  October  I can 
subscribe  very  little  in  the  way  of  personal  observations  on 
the  actual  figures  subnitted  but  the  statistical  details  of 
work  acconplished  reflects  great  credit  on  the  officers 
concerned. 

It  will  be  recalled  tho.t  113’'  predecessor  retired  in  May 
and  coupled  with  other  changes  in  personnel  this  resulted  in 
the  Departiiciit  being  below  established  strength  for  sone  tine, 
especially  dujring  the  busy  period  June  to  Septenber,  when  the 
Inspectorate  v^as  40^  deficient. 

Fujidanental  changes  took  place  on  October  1st  in  Milk  and 
Dairies  administration  when  various  nov;  Regulations  became 
operative,  involving  the  transfer  of  primary  responsibility  for 
control  of  dairy  farms  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  The  full  national  effect  of  this  change  has  yet  to 
be  assessed  but  in  many  districts  one  immodio.te  result  noted 
has  been  a marked  falling  off  in  the  nunber  of  inspections  of 
cowsheds,  especially  those  v/hcre  no  designated  milk  is  produced 
and  this  is  to  my  mind  a matter  for  regret  since  clean  and 
saniteuy  conditions  at  farms  which  arc  of  pcTamoimt  importance, 
can  only  be  ensuTed  by  regular  end  frequent  inspections, 

Tov\jeJ’ds  tho  end  of  the  year  systematic  inspection  and 
recording  of  all  food  handling  establishments  v;as  commenced  as 
the  prelude  to  on  intensive  food  hygiene  campaign  and  by 
December  51st  tho  effort  was  beginning  to  gain  momentum. 

It  is  hoped  that  still  more  substantial  progress  will  be  made 
during  1950, 

I v;ould  take  this  opportunit3r  of  expressing  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Council,  especiall3/‘  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Health  Committee,  for  their  interest  and  encourag orient 
since  I cor.mienced  duty  and  to  Dr.  Crosby  for  his  readiness  to 
support  and  assist  mo  v;hencvor  the  necessity  ejrises,  I an  also 
grateful  to  the  technical  staff  of  tho  Depo.rtment  for  their 
keenness  and  loyalty  and  to  the  clerical  staff  for  "services 
rendered.”  Finally  it  is  very  gratifying  to  record  appreciation 
of  the  co-operation  afforded  to  me  by  o.ll  other  officials  of 
the  Corporation  vatli  whom  I have  had  contact.

The  total  nuxiber  of  retail  distributors  on  the  general 
register  is  19  and  of  these  15  hold  various  licences  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations.  5 licences  to  operate 
pasteurising  plants  wore  issued  and  these  plants  wore  kept  under 
constant  and  close  supervision,  sanples  being  taken,  as 
rocciaiended,  approxinatoly  tvi/icc  monthly. 

Trouble  was  experienced  during  the  hot  sur.Ti'.ier  months  with 
the  keeping  quality  of  milk  supplied  to  certain  retailors  from 
a v/holosale  dairy  in  London  and  this  appeoTod  to  bo  caused  by 
unsatisfactory  transport  conditions.  Approaches  to  the  Company 
concerned  found  then  yotj  anxious  to  assist  and  as  a result  of 
the  ensuing  negotiations  considerable  improvements  have  been 
effected  whereby  all  milk  is  taken  from  the  London  d airy' premises 
in  refrigerated  insulated  containers,  and  kept  in  those  vehicles 
at  the  Railway  Station  whilst  awaiting  transfer  to  the  a.ppropriate 
trains.  This  should  unquestiono.bly  result  in  the  milk  arriving 
at  Folkestone  in  much  better  condition.

16  sarjplos  were  adversely  reported  upon  tut  in  only  2 cases, 
vdiercs  analyses  disclosed  serious  adulteration  of  spirits  did  the 
facts  appear  to  justify  leeal  proceedings  o.nd  - these  were  pending 
at  the  end  of  the  year;'  3 sanplos  of  nilk  wore  reported  as  hoing 
very  slightly  deficient  in  fat,  2 heing  also  slightly  below  the 
presumptive  standard  for  solids  not  fat,  but  the  deficiences 
appecTod  to  bo  due  to  abnormalities  in  the  milk  rather  than 
intentional  adultorc.tion  and  v/arnings  were  accordingly  given. 

The  other  9 unsatisfactory  sojaples  wore  submitted  informally  to 
check  the  fitness  of  certain  canned  foodstuffs  for  consuiaption 
and  no  question  of  formal  action  arose. 


HOUSING. 

Action  i.Lndcr  the  Housing  Acts  is  still  governed  by  2 dominant 
factors,  in  the  case  of  unfit  houses  the  number  of  now  dwellings 
which  the  Loco.l  Authority  ore  able  to  erect  continues  to  be  an 
2-lpost  ■ans-armountCLble  obstacle  to  planned  progress  for  the 
elimination  of  worn  out  premises.  The  tenants  are  usually  very 
po.oient  but  ore  sometimes  moved  to  complain  and  such  urgent  repairs 
as  one  fools  compelled  to  require  co.nnot  remedy  fujidamental 
so.nitery  defects  which  ore  often  so  pai.nfully  obvious.  Even  in 
Fo].ke stone ,,  \vhcre  fortunately  the  problem  is  nothing  like  so  acute 
C.S  in  more  industrial  areas  there  cu.  o a number  of  houses  falling 
within  the  coveegnry  indicated. 
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In  the  case  of  ordineTy  dwelling  houses  capnhle  of 
repair  the  question  of  ocononics  arises.  There  is  no  douht 
that  in  nany  cases  landlords  find  the  profits  which  night 
be  expected  to  accrue  fron  investnent  property  ore  nore 
than  swallowed  up  by  naintenance  repairs'- and  thero  does  seen 
considcro.ble  nerit  in  the  repeated  o.ppeals  by  ovmers  for 
sono  revision  of  the.  Rent  Restriction  Act. 

For  several  yeors  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  Association 
have  advoco.ted  consideration  of  a systen  of  licensing  whereby 
controlled  increases  would  be  pernitted  on  the  following  basis: 

Grade  1 houses:  Dwelling  houses  in  all  respects  fit 

for  hur.ir.n  h?.bitc.tion  to  be  pernitted 
an  increase  of  lOO^b  on  st o.nd or d rent. 

Grade  2 houses:  Dwelling  houses  not  in  all  respects 

fit  but  capable  of  being  rendered 
fit  to  be  pernitted  50^  increase. 


Gr  adc  3 houses:  Dwelling  houses  not  in  all  respects 

fit  ojid  incapable  of  being  rendered 
fit  to  be  allowed  no  increase. 


Rocomendo.tions  on  these  lines  wore  subnitted  to  the  Inter 
Departnontal  Gonnittcc  on  Rent  Control  o.nd  they  seen  worthy  of 
coreful  consideration. 

Thero  is  one  other  aspect  of  the  housing  problen  in  v/hich 
the  Health  Departnent  has  o.n  interest  - that  of  re-housing; 
requests  ore  often  nade  by  applicants  for  assisto.nce  in 
obtaining  accorniodation  on  the  grounds  of  over crov/ding  or 
other  rclovc.nt  sanitary  conditions.  These  cases  ore  alv\;o,ys 
fully  investigated  and  ■^.liorc  exceptional  need  is  found  suito.ble 
r ecoiiaendo.tion  is  made  to  the  Borough  Trco.surcr  for  synpathotic 
considGro.tion  to  be  given  if  possible.

The  fact  that  5,213  wore  GXCJiiincd  hy  the  Medical  Inspectors 
of  Aliens  (some  10?^  of  all  aliens  arriving)  is  indicative  that 
the  Port  Medical  Staff  Tvere  kept  very  busy  throughout  the  yesj? . 

The  total  figitre,  in  compcjrison  mth  that  of  1948  (34,958),  was 
increased  by  mere  than  50^0. 

I ho.VG  in  no  v/ay  changed  Lxy  opinion,  stated  in  my  report 
last  year,  that  steps  should  bo  taken  to  provide  for  detailed 
medical  exojiiination,  in  their  country  of  origin,  of  all  cJ-iens 
coming  to  this  country  for  six  months  or  longer.  As  I have 
remcTked  on  more  than  one  occasion,  it  is  quite  impossible  to 
carry  out  serious  exaraination  of  30  or  40  excitable  v^orried 
inhabitants  of  the  Continent,  speaking  a nuraber  of  different 
languages,  in  the  30  to  45  minutes  availo.blc  between  arrival  of 
the  boo.t  and  departure  of  the  train.  Vi'hon  problems  requiring 
criticc.1  judgment  arise,  as  they  do  from  time  to  time,  routine- 
has  to  some  extent,  to  go  by  the  board  and  medical  inspectors 
arc  placed  in  the  somevjhat  invidious  position  of  having  to 
decide  whether  passengers  should  miss  their  train  (rather  a serious 
matter)  or  be  given  the  benefit  of  the  doubt, 

I am  convinced  that,  if  the  present  arrangements  is  to 
continue,  in  order  to  render  exominations  genuinely  useful,  two 
modicrl  inspectors  should  be  present  on  crrivo.l  of  tho  middo.y 
services  on  week  days. 

The  rooms  allowed  for  medical  examinations  on  the  Herbour 
Station  ore  still  dcmip,  dcj'k  and  depressing  and  I have  continued 
tho  practice  of  corr^^ing  out  inspections  on  bocurd  in  cabins 
allotted  for  tho  purpose.  During  summer  months,  viicn  Irrge 
numbers  are  being  carried,  this  system  itself  is  anything  but 
-sarbisfactory  as  alien  passengers  detailed  for  inspection  have 
ail  incurable  loiack  of  getting  lost  in  the  crovi/d. 

Ca.ses  arise  from  time  to  time  in  which  further  exaraination 
is  deemed  desirable.  As  hospital  accommodation  is,  in  these  days, 
practically  non-existent,  immodia.te  investigation  is  impractical. 
Machinery  is  required  whereby  provisional  admittance  should  be 
allowed  dependent  upon  full  mo4ioal  cozamination  on  arrive.!  at 
destination  in  United  Kingdoci.  Lay  officiials  nAturally  find  it 
diff’i/^-ult  to  roalize  that  no  doctor  can  state  catcgorica.lly  upon 
cursory  oxamination,  xvhether  an  individual  is  suffering  from,  ^.y, 
tuberculosis,  cancer,  dia.bctos  or  even  tha.t  a pregnancy  is  or 
is  not  present, 

I have  to  thank  my  assistants.  Dr.  Georgette  Crosby, 

Dr.  Monteuuis,  Dr.  McElligott  end  Dr.  Watson  and  also 
Ivlcs.  SuiiHflor  field,  the  Nur  sc-Attondont , and  her  as  si  stents  for  all 
the  strenuous  werk  they  he^ve  carried  out,  often  in  trying 
conditions  and  at  most  difficult  times  of  the  day.  It  is  not 
alw’e.ys  easy  to  fit  in  the  domends  of  tho  cross-che.nnel  service 
with  those  of  the  National  Health  Service. 

I also  have  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Senitery  Department, 
the  Home  Office  officials  and  H.M.  Customs  Officers  for  their 
unvenying  courtesy  end  help.  I feel  I should  also  like  to  refer 
to  the  kindness  always  shoim  by  the  Ships » Officers,  especially 
the  Pursers  and  their  staffs,
